Applicants elect Examiner's Group I (claims 1-9 and 15-20). In addition, since 
Group I was elected, Applicants have been requested (a) to select a specific type of antagonist, 
(b) to select a specific cell, (c) to select a specific condition or disorder, and (d) to select a 
specific allergy, such as one recited in claim 15. 

In response to the election requirement. Applicants elect to prosecute inhibitors of 
GPI-PLD as a specific type of antagonist, mast cells as a specific cell type, allergy as a specific 
condition or disorder and seasonal allergy as a specific allergy. 

Applicants note that the election above is without traverse, on the understanding 
that the procedures specified in the MPEP under §§ 809.02 are intended to be followed with 
respect to the election of species requirement.
